This is especially true as re- 
gards Washington’s policy on war 
-and peace, on disarmament, on co- 


_ operation with Communist countries. 


The concern is not lessened by the 
fact that America’s allies have no 
vote, that nothing they say can 
have any effect on the outcome of 
~an election, that the people’ of the 
United States call the tune for them- 
selves and to a considerable degree 
for other countries. 

The world has been fortunate in 
that for the last few decades the 
United States presidency has been 
held by men' who, either through 
their own personal interest and 
abilities or by reason of their choice 
of able advisers, have had a deep 
appreciation of their country’s posi- 
tion in the world and their responsi- 
bility for global events. Their policies 
have not always been those which © 
their allies would have chosen; there 
have been elements of the big stick 
and the over-riding determination 
which have léed to foreseeable trouble 
and opposition. But there has not 
been irresponsibility, or lack of con- 
cern for world problems. For that 
the United States’ millions of non- 
voting “constituents” may be thank- 
ful.

But California voters who 
went to the polls and voted 
for Reagan had no real idea 
what Reagan would do if he 
were elected governor.

BAMFIELD — A _ cheap 
cigarette lighter saved the 
lives of fishermen Bob Boker 
and Dana Harris on Saturday. 
For three hours the pair 
took turns clicking the lighter 
as they clung fo a gale-dlashed 


reck off nearby Effingham 
Island. 

And as dawn broke over the 
mountainous seas their . light 
spotted by Bamfield 
lifeboat. 

Blue with cold, the Nanaimo 


pair ,told the story of their 
ordeal today. 

It began four hours before 
they were picked up when 
their fishboat, Red, sank 500 
yards offshore. 

Bob, 20, and Dana, 54, had 


set out from Bamfield Friday 
afternoon to troll for salmon. 
When they settled down for 
the evening, another fishboat, 
the M.J., tied up to thenr as it 
was having anchor trouble. 
“Everything seemed OK,” 


sald Boker. “We had some 
supper and went to sleep. 

“But then the wind switched 
on us and it was coming on 
strong.” 

Three times the two boats 
parted and had to find quieter 
waters to tie up again. 


Finally, as the winds 
reached near-burricane force, 
the boats crashed together 
and Boker had to cut the lines 
joining them.

Heart Attacks 


Are Expla 


By DR. WALTER C. ALVAREZ 
I am often asked, What is 
coronary thrombosis? What 
causes it, and what relation 
has it to myocardial infare- 
tion, arteriosclerosis, and 
gina pectoris? - 
What do these Ti 
terms mean? 
The wom 
coronary re- 
fers to the two 
big arteries 
that go around 
the top of the 
heart. Because 
the early ana- 
tomists thought Alvarez 
ot these two blood vessels 
as part of a crown (corona 
meaning crown), they used 
this term, A thrombus is @ 
blood clot, and hence throm- 
bosis means a clotting of the 
blood, particularly in an ar- 
tery. 

If the clot is large, the ar- 
tery can be completely 
plugged up, and this will lead 
to the temporary or perman- 
ent loss of function of the bit 
of muscle which normally. re- 
ceives blood from the injured 
artery, Ifthe bit of muscle 
dies, and the patient does not 
die, the dead muscle will be 


replaced by a scar. Because - 


the impulse that shoots down 
from the upper part, or base, 
_ of the heart to the lower part, 
or apex, will -have to go 
around the dead bit of muscie, 
the ‘electrocardiogram will be 
changed.

If the damage 
to the heart muscle is severe, 
and the heart has to overwork 
in order to do the pumping it 
must do, nerves may seem to 
cry out in distress, and the 
man will suffer from angina 
pectoris. Angina means pain, 
and pectoris refers to the 
chest. Such pain comes with 
exertion or violent emotion. 

The next question is, What 
is arteriosclerosis, or the more 
modern atherosclerosis? Ar- 
terio refers to a blood vessel, 
and sclerosis means a harden 
ing. The wall of an artery can 
become full of hard scar tis 
sue and the bore of the -tube 
ean thereby be greatly nar 
rowed. Athero comes from a 
Greek word meaning mush, 
The idea is that the inner 
lining of an artery, instead of 
being very smooth and slick, 
becomes roughened.
